Body of Lenin Taken to the Krem lin 
In Moscow, Where It Is on Public 
View — Funeral of Dead Soviet Pre­ 
mier 
to 
Be 
Held 
Saturday— Au­ 
topsy Performed on Body Reveals 
Cause of Death. 


Moscow. Jan. 23.— A radical change 
in the composition of the blood ves­ 
sels of the brain, with a fresh blood 
effusion to the brain center®, was the 
immediate cause of the death of Nic­ 
olai Lenin, president of the council 
of peoples coram Debars aud 
actual 
ruler of Russia. 
A bulletin following an autopsy on 
Lenin’s body by IO physicians give** 
the above gas their offic ial conclusion. 
A ll theaters and other places of 
amusement in Moscow were closed 
with the announcement of 
Len tils 
death. 
All activities that can possi­ 
bly be dispensed with w ill be eus- 
petided until after the funeral Satur­ 
day. 
Lenin died at the village of Gorky, 
which is 2b mites from Moscow. 
The 
body was brought to the Krem lin to­ 
day and w ill be on public view- until 
7 o’clock in the evening at W hitehall, 
the

head quarters, the 
former Nobility hall. 
The soviet *ongres« adjourned in 
the midst of what was probably the 
most unusual senile ever enacted in 
Moscow. 
Bands marched sadly, al­

funeral march. 
On all sides were 
thousands of men, women and c h il­ 
dren weeping, sobbing

‘ The. soviet government w ill carry 
on the work that Lenin began, with 
the peasants and workers c m ) pc rat­ 
ing,” declared an official statement.

was a lawyer, pamphleteer, and final­ 
ly dictator of all Russia. 
He was tile 
organizer and chief exponent of the 
movement which became known 
Bolshevism, and which he character* 
ired a*s “ the great experiment:

dictatorship of the proletariat,." 
He 
was a revolutionist at school, at the 
academy, at his university, ami ever 
afterward. 
Lenin’s

name was Vladim ir 
lllitch UManoff. 
He was born April 
24. 1870, in the town of Simbirsk, of 
a bourgeois family. 
I jeu in’a activities began in tho early 
following tho execution of hi* 
eldest 
brother. 
Alexander 
Ulianoff. 
for an attempt on 
the life of Czar 
Alexander III. He 
entered the Uni­ 
versity of Kazan, from which he was 
expelled one month later for paatici- 
pating in a student*’ revolutionary 
movement.

served a long term of imprisonment 
and then 
wa* deported to 
Siberia 
where he devoted his time to exposi­ 
tion of the MArxian theory
